by 
most of the masters. 
If he tried to 
run away, red hot irons were press­ 
ed against his face and he was m ark­ 
ed forever. 
Certain masters were so cruel that 
they did not deserve the name of 
men. 
It is said that a slave once 
broke a vase, and just because of 
that was hurled into a pond so he 
might “feed the fishes.” 
Other Romans, I am glad to say, 
showed kindness 
to 
their 
slave*. 
Freedom from slavery was granted 
to thousands. 
If you could go back to a large 
Roman household, you would be like­ 
ly to find slaves who were tailors, 
c a rp e n te rs, shoemakers, masons and 
bakers.
